A Wltni'Hi Who Admitted Behii; tu a 
t'cnlHii I'lut, Shootluira Pollceiuau 
uud ServlDi; Ten Years. 



Cmc'Ado, Nov. 16. — There was in 
tense interest monifeated at the opening 
of the Ci'oniu trial. Tlie crowd around 
the iloora of .judge McConiioll's court 
almost came to blows in their enHcriiess 
to gain admission. ^Vhen court opened 
standing room was at a premium. 

The first witness oalled was James 
( 'laney, reporter and special correapon- 
i lent for the New York Herald. Mr. 
l.;laricy te.itified he waain Chicago about 
tliu time Croiiin's body was found. He 
called on O'.Sullivau and asked him 
wlial lie thuiiglit of tlie Croniii ilisaj)- 
peaiaiicc. O Siillivaii said he did not 
liclicvc the iliiclor liud been murileicil, 
Init that lie would turn ui) all ri^lit some 
time. Ifc said lie liail known Clroiiin 
about live yeais. O'SiiUivaii udinittctl 
to witness liaviiig imiilc a uoiitruct with 
Crouiii, anil e.xplaineil tliat he needed 
liitii lo atteiiil every accident tliiit hap- 
])ciiuil lo him (U'.SulUvaii). He also told 
witness that lie bad been personally in- 
troduced to Ciimiii ulioiit four weeks 
before by Justice Malioiioy. Later on 
that day, after tlie body had been 
rciiinl, ('laiicy wont to O'Siillivaii'.s 
liim.si) a^jaiii and asked lliin if bo bail 
hcaiil Ibi' news, O'.SuUivan iu|ilieil be 
beard tliercwas a body fouiui in the 
lake bii'. It bad not licieii iilciitilicil. 
Witness then ilcsciibed with an imila- 
lidii of .Sullivan's voice and manner 
what followed. When lie told O'Sul- 
1 i van tliat Cronin's body was found in 
the catch basin, O'Sulllvan, witness 
said, turned pale; liis voice trembled 
and be sank into u chair appArcnlly 
overcoiiio by emotion. He nervously 
applied a liundkerchief to hu face, ami 
M ipeil away tlie perspiration. Asked 
O'.SuUivan logo. with him and identify 
tlie boilyl' ':>(fSullivun hesitated, put 
bis liuud before his eyes, and ex- 
claimed, "I could not do it. 1 
i.'oiild not bear to look at a corpse; 
it would be of no use. I can't do it." 
Again, before leaving the iiouae. wit- 
ness urged CSuUivaii to go with bim 
and view the body, but lie refused. Wit- 
ness also asked O'.Snllivaii for Mabon- 
iiy's address and was given a false one. 

At the conclusion of the teHtinion3', 
.hidge r.,ougenecker slated that the state 
bad prcadnled its aide of the case. 

In cross-c.Kaininatinn witness udniit- 
tud that be liad .servee ten years in a 
British pi-i.^oii for connection witli a 
fciiian conspiracy. On rc-^iirect e.xaiii- 
iiiutioii (.'liinccy said be was sent to Ire- 
land in 1887 by tlie iri.sh national bro- 
tlierboml to stir ill) "■ revolution, but 
llie plot failed. (.'Iiuicey attoinpted to 
escape, ami in doing ao shot a police- 
man and was arreslcil. Evidence of bis 
coiiiiection with the fenian plot came 
out and be was sciitenceil to life iin|ii'i- 
soiinient. This wius afterwards commu- 
ted to a ten years' term. 

When ( .'lancy left tlic slaiiil, Mr. Kor- 
rcst was imincdiali'ly on liis feet, with 
a vciy lengthy motion to strike out all 
llie leHtim"ny of about two score of wit- 
iiessi'S who bad testified ut various 
stui.'cs of the case. Had he carried his 
point very little evidence would have 
reniaiiu'il for the jury. i 

.Judge McCoiinell, however, promptly 
overruled the motion and Forrest took 
his usual exception. 

The tirst witness fur tbi; defence was 
Frederick Sipiibbs, stenograpber, wlio 
reported the coroner's inquest. He was 
required to read his notes with a view 
to showing that Frank Scaulan, "Ma- 
jor" Sampson and Jonas Carlson had 
told two very different stories at the in- 
(|iicut and at the trial. Lieut. Moch was 
also called and examined on the same 
ground, and an adjournment until Mon- 
day was taken.

TliK KMIOUATION FROM SPAIM. 

LoNnoN, Nov. Hi.— The news of the 
revolution in Rnazil, followed by the 
report of aiiollior in Venezuela, may 
have the ell'oct of soinewliiit checking 
the wholesale exodus of the farming 
classes from Spain to South America. 
The emigration has assumed alarming 
proportions, because of the many dis- 
astera which have befallen tho .Spanisli 
agricultural diHtricts. It would almost 
appear as if all tlic evils in existence 
wore concentrating tbinr attacks on the 
chief agricultural sources of the .Spanish 
wealth. The vinoyarils have been 
destroyed by mildew, anil the loB.a of 
lliia imiiortant crop baa caused con- 
sleriiation among proprietors and labor- 
ers alike. .Similar destruction is re- 
ported from various other of the pro- 
vinces, noticeably in the districts 
around Vendrcll and Cervera. In Val- 
encia, also, mildew has committed 
fearful ravage. Speaking generally, 
the Spanish grape crop tliis year is 
a failure, and the loss is more serious 
to the unfortunate growers, as tlioy 
could have obtained good prices for 
their wines in the French market in 
conseipience of the commercial rupture 
between France and Italy. Moieovcr, 
the export demand for such fruits us 
Spain still produces abundautly ia fall- 
ing oir, and prices have declined. For- 
eign buyers no longer compete aa for- 
merly for rirst oa.seH or baskets of oran- 
ges, tomatoes or apricuta, and not a sin- 
gle sack of tlio earth nutH of Valencia, 
forinorly purcliascd by Fronchniea for 
the manufacture of oils, is e.xported. 
Marseilles inercbants now obtaining all 
they require from India. These mis- 
fortunes fully account for the large im- 
migration from Spain to South America.

Crouln's Marderers Will Hbiik. 

CmcAiio, Nov. 16. — A rumor to the 
ofl'ect that the Cronin murderers' in- 
vestigating committee was considerably 
disappointed with the case presented 
by the .State, gained currency this 
morning. The disappointment, accord- 

g to the rumor, covered the case as a 
whole, and the exclusion of the testi- 
mony relating to the workings of the 
Clan-Nu-Gael iu particular. Jolm 
Devoy waa questioned by a reporter 
about the rumor, and he pronounced it ' 
false. He said that no .meeting had 
been held by the committee, and 
that, therefore, no official ex- 
pression of the committee waa possible. 
As for individual members, lie said that 
while he had nob seen all of them since 
the stote closed on Wednesday, he hud 
seen the majority, and that one and all 
were entirely satisfied with the case so 
far as it related to the prisoners. 
'Every one of them will hang," he 
added, "Yes; Begga too. I know 
that there is a feeling that the case 
made out against Beggs ia weak, and 
perhaps it is not as strong as against 
the others, but it will answer." 

Aldermen In Trouble. 

Pittsburo, Nov. 16. — Three alder- 
men were convicted to-day in the orim- 
inal court of having conspired with the 
Bander gang of amateur detectives to 
blackmail the proprietors of unlicensed 
liquor saloons that have sprung up in 
this oity, to the number of about 700, 
ainco Brooks' high licence law went into 
effect. Tho convicted aldermen are 
Callen, of Allegheny City; Maneise, 
of th« eleventh ward, Pittsburg; 
and Doughty, of the sixteenth 
ward, Pittsburg. The Bander gang, 
composing seven persons, were con- 
victed two weeks ago, and have not yat 
been sentenced.

If he 
was in earnest and intended to keep his 
promise, then tliei'o would bo nothing 
wrong in holding out such inducements 
to the ratepayers to vote .for .him, and 
nothing improper, though perhaps . u 
little simplicity, in their taking him at 
liis word.

ULANBElilNd THE COUNTRY. 

There is a great deal of truth in mitny 
of the old Siiyings. They contain tlie 
experience of geMeratioiia coiidenaeil 
into a single short senteiico. " It is a 
bad bird that fouls its own nest " aptly 
uharncterizes the class of men who speak 
evil of their own kindred and their own 
country. Wo have, we are sorry to 
say sonio of tliese " bad birds " in thi.s 
conimuuity. Two of the Opposition 
newspapers linve lately taken to speak- 
ing ill of tiie people, not merely of tit? 
. towns in whicii they chiefly circulate, 
but of the whole province o[ liritish 
Columbia. One, wliicli calls itself "The 
Truth," declares tliat the whole com- 
munity of New Wcstiuinator has sold 
itself for boodle, and the other, The 
Times of . this city, asserts that " to 
grab all they can out of the Treasury is 
the beguming anrl end of tlte political 
creed of one-half of the politicians of 
Britisli Columbia." It says further : 
"We venture the assortion that there 
is more bribery in British Columbia 
than in any other province in the Do- 
minion." The British Columbia "bad 
bird" does not stop hero but goes on to 
declare that " A species of bribery as 
immoral and scandalous as ever dis- 
graced the election courts of Ontario is 
practised and practised auoccssiully." 



Do tiie people of British Columbia 
deserve the character given of them by 
the Victoria Times ? Are they to a man 
venal? Are constituencies bought whole- 
sale ? There is no use in the Times con- 
fining its accusations to one-half the poli- 
ticians. There are always two parties 
to an act of bribery — the briber and the 
bribed. Everyone knows that the man 
who takes a bribe is oven more corrupt 
than the man who oilers a bribe. The 
system of bribery, which the Times as- 
serts 80 emphatically is practiced suc- 
cessfully, in British Columbia, must 
have' for its successful operation a venal 
people as well as corrupt politicians. 
The electors must be as ready to sell 
their votes as the politicians are to buy 
them. It follows then that in its de- 
nunciation the Times includes the whole 
electorate of the province of both par- 
ties. Is the accusation true ? Are the 
electors of British Columbia, Conserva- 
tives and Liberals, as well as those who 
belong to neither party, ready to sell 
their votes to the highest bidder ? We 
do not believe that this " bad bird's " 
estimate of the character of its fellow- 
citizens is a just one. On the contrary, 
we are quite sure that it grossly mis- 
represents and maligns them. 

Our contemporary, of course, produces 
no evidence in support of its very 
serious charge. It oannot begin to 
prove that what it says is true. It 
simply takes for granted that every im- 
provement made by the Government in 
any part of the province is made with a 
corrupt intent and received by those 
who are beneiil terl as pay ftir politicul 
support. If a Hchodl is wanted, if a 
culvert is to be built, if a court-house is 
promised in any piirt of British Colum- 
bia, the Tinie.-i would have the people ot 
the Doniiiiiuii l)elieve it will only be 
given on condition lliat the Llectora of 
the neighboi'hood in which it in re(juireii 
will vote for the Coveriinient oamlidute. 
If this is true, the only parts of the 
province which got appropriations for 
roads and bridges and school houses, are 
those which return to the Assonibly 
supporters of the (lovernmenl. Is this 
the ease? We am -sure that it in not. 
If the districts which send Opposition 
members to the .A.'iseinbly wore neglect- 
ed by the ( f overinnont, the Times 
would soon accuse the (iovernmeiit of 
favoritism. If they did not get their 
foir share of appropriations foi- public 
works tlie complaints of the Opposition, 
both in the House of Assembly and in 
the press, wouhl be loud and unceasing. 
But no such complaints are made. The 
Government does justice to all. 

As there is no municipal Hysluni in 
this province, and as education is wliolly 
under the control of the proviiiciid gov- 
ernment the diHerent districts must 
look to tiie Legislative Assembly for 
any improvements that they require or 
that they think they require. Tlie can- 
didate for tho votes of thu electors nat- 
urally tells tlicnt that, if elected, ho 
will try and get for them (his or that 
public iinprovenent. I.i tlun-e anything 
wrong in hilt doing this? It would be 
very singular if he would not Assure 
the electors tliat l)o would do his best 
to get for them what thoy 'waut and 
what they can oidy get by a vote of the 
leglslntivo body. A candidate for tho 
I)oinipion Commons could not be ac- 



When a candidate for the Legislative 
.Assembly, then, leads the electors to be- 
lieve that if they give him a seat in that 
body, he will look well after their 
wants, and if he specifies what those 
wants arc, be <loes it witliout a thought 
of corrupting the constituency. To get 
them appropriations for needful 
[lublic works is part of his duty as a 
lepresentative, and not the least im- 
portant part, by any means. There is 
no corruption in the matter, no one is 
bribed. It is the duty of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly to provide for the wants 
of the different localities, and the rep- 
resentatives of the various districts will 
take very good care that undue favor 
will not he shown to any particular 
locality. 

It might be well perhaps if the prov 
ince were divided into municipalities 
and tho local wants were provided for 
by local bodies and by local taxatioi 
but in the present stale of tlie provint 
tliat cannot be done. Until the prov- 
ince heoonies more thickly settled the 
Legislative Assembly will have 
to do the work of county couu 
oils. That work is done well 
now and without bribery or corruption. 
Kvery dollar that is expended on public 
works is appropriated by a vote of the 
whole a83eml)ly, and the intelligent 
reader sees that tlie Government, even 
if it were inclined to corrupt a district 
by expending in it more than its fair 
share of the public money, has very lit- 
tle power to do so. Members have their 
eyes about them when tlie appropria- 
tions are being made. Each is bound to 
get as much for bis district as he possi- 
bly can, and each ta^es precious gpod 
care that no other district is favored at 
the expense of the one which he repre- 
sents. However pliable a member may 
be in matters of general policy, when 
the question of tho expenditure of 
money comes up ho is as firm as a rock, 
It is not easy for a government some 
times to get a majority to favor 
.':omo public work that is greatly 
needed. Such works have to be deferred 
from year to year on account of the 
jealousy of members whose districts aro 
at a distance from the locality in which 
the money is to be expended. To get 
an appropriation, therefore, to bribe 
Xcw Westminster or any other con- 
stituency would be simply an impossi- 
liility. The majority of the House in 
thatcaso would have to be "particepacriin- 
inis." The reader must see that the ac- 
cusation of the Times is wholly un- 
founded. It is not "Robson," as the 
Times most falsely, most unjustly, as 
well as most stupidly says, would be 
the "legalized briber," hut tlio majority 
of the representatives of the people. 
■So we see that the Times includes in its 
foul libel not.only theleader of the Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia, but the 
wlioleofits public men and the great 
majority of its inhabitant) without dis- 
tinctiou of party. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Thk Nicurngua Canal is now well 
under way. Tlie first sod was turned 
on the 22nd of last niontli, but the work 
lias really been going on since the first 
week in June. The undertaking was 
delayed for some time on account of u 
ndsundiirstaiur.ng between the Govern- 
ments of Nicaragua am! Costa Rica, but 
as they have come to an agreement 
there is notliiiig to hinder tlie ])rogrfaH 
of the construction of the canal. It is 
calculated that it will take six years: to 
complete the work. But projfectors are 
often too sanguine. DifTicidlieH that 
were not foreseen cro]) up and accidents 
occur that liimler tin? work. If the 
first sleunier passes tliroiigh the canal 
ten years from this present date the 
' "ompany will have done very well, 
riiat the work will be proceeded witli, 
and energetically too, there is now no 
doubt. Tho initial difflculties have 
now been over<!')me, and the company is 
naid to lie quite strong enough to carry 
out the i)roject.

BUKGOYNE BAY. 

At a meeting, recently, to consider 
■ome changes iu temperance work, 
which for a while past have steadily 
been growing more apparent, there was 
a good representation of nienibers, After 
lengthy (liscussipns as to the best means 
of procedure, it was generally conceded 
that only members should be admitted 
at the regular meetings. Other ini 
provements as to ways and means rc 
ceived close attention, and tlie (itGccr 
resigning, it was unanimously pasHed to 
have the constitution destroyed. That 
done, a coininittec was appointed to 
draft a new constitution, anil in sood 
time they reported corapletioii. Each 
clause being discussed ut length and 
passed, aua the whole pasHed unani- 
mously. In the new constitution the 
clauses aro more numerous and spccilii 
of which we mny enumerate two, viz, 
The name changed from Blue Ribbon 
Society to "Iiidepciulcnt Temperance 
Society," ami that only members are to 
be admitted at regular meetings. Litst 
Wednesday niglit the now society held 
their tirat meeting, with a commence- 
ment of fifteen members. Mr. C. Horel 
was unanimously chosen to the chair 
antl in his uaual happy style he outlined 
both the past accomplishments nnd what 
he considered lay before the temperance 
society.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

A special meeting of the City Council 
wofl held in the Mayor's office last even- 
ing, there being present — Mayor Grant, 
in the chair, Aid. Harrison, Kell^, 
Gooducre, Wilson, Coiiglilan, Harris, 
and McKillicaii, and Mr. W. J. Taylor, 
city barrister. 

'riie Sewerage Loan By-Law was read 
by Mr. Taylor. It was pronounced by 
the City's legal adrisor a simple, 
straight by-law to raise the required 
amount of money. 

Aid. Coughlan said (hat if this by- 
law was passed the City bound' thein- 
selvea to accept I'ickeriug & Croinpton'a 
scheme, and to pay Mr. Pickering fi per 
cent, of tho cost of the sewer. 

Mr. Taylor explained that tho Loan 
By-Law was for sewerage purposes. 
No particular schonie of sewerage was 
endorcd compulsory. 

Mayor Grant said that this (Council 
bud endoisod Mr. Pickering's scheme by 
a majority of six, and had agreed to pay 
him 5 per cent, to superintend the 
carrying out of his scheme. The con 
tract entered into by tho Council hound 
subsequent aldermanic boards. If they 
did not carry it out they were liable to 
an action for bleach of contract. 

.'Vlil. ('ouglan was of tho opinion that 
the contract with Mr. Pickering should 
be incorporated in the by-law, in order 
that tlie ratepiiyers might vole upon 
it intelligently. He thought if this was 
not done, ouly the loan for sewerage 
purposes being asked for generally, the 
by-law wouliT likely carry. Mention 
that the Pickering acliume had been 
adopted would, ho thought, kill the by 
law. 

-Mayor (Jiant favored the laying of 
the fullest particulars in regard to the 
the action of the council before the 
people boforo the vote of the ratepayer 
was asked for. Ho would have liked to 
have seen the by-law contain something 
in reference to the detail scheme; but 
constitutionally it could not. 

Ou motion the by-law was taken up 
for consideration; the preamble passetl, 
and the clerk waa instructed to fill iu 
the blanks. 

Aid. Coughluu enquired if the inser- 
tion of the fact that Pickering & Cromp 
ton's scheme would ilestroy the legal 
ity of the by-law '/ 

Mr. Taylor replied that it would 
make its legality so doubtful that he 
could not advise its. being done, 

Tho clauses of the by-law were con 
sidered seriatim, and passed with occa 
siqiial clerical amendment, and tlie by 
law was finally adopted as a whole. 

It was arranged that the by-law shall 
be Bubinittod to the ratepayers on Tues 
day, December 3rd, 1889, the polls to 
remain open from 8 a. m. to 4 p. m., 
and Mr. W. K. Bull to be returning of- 
ficer. 

On motion, the mayor and the city 
clerk woie authorized to lay bcforo ill 
l iUcpayers all information in regard to 
the intention of the couucil in re. sewer- 
age work, through the press of the city, 

THE I'AI'KR .MILL QITE.STION. 

Aid. Harris, chairman of the finance 
committee, reported verbally that the 
committee were in favor of giving 
$10,000 or .«!1.''(,00() bonus to induce the 
establishment of a paper mill here, pro 
viding $50,000 was expended by tho pa 
per mill company. The committee fur- 
ther recommended that exemption from 
taxation be granted for a period of ten 
years. 

On motion the council agreed to place 
before the electors a by-law to bonus to 
the extent of $15,000 the establishment 
of a paper mill, and also to grant im- 
munity from taxation for ten years, pro 
vided $50,000 was expended. 

RKDON k HARTNAOLK'li COMPLAINT. 

It was explained that the drain, the 
stoppage of which Messrs. Redoii Jt 
Hartnagle complained of, hod been 
found to be choked up with refuse from 
the Driard kitchen. 

Accordingly the sewerage cDinmittoo 
promised to investigate, and if this was 
proved the hotel proprietors would be 
required to bear the expense of placing 
the drain in good condition. .-V report 
was promised on Wednesday next. 

Aid. Wilson stated that a ventilator 
was rei]uired in the Deluge fire station 
and the walls needed whitewashing. 
Ho was requested to have the work 
performed. 

The council rose at 10 o'clock.
